Supplies  of  boxed  apples  were  much  heavier  on  the  Hamburg 


auction  Thursday,  April  9,  than  last  wee1:,  according  to  a  cable 
from  Fred  A.  Motz,  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe  for  the  Foreign 
Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.    These  amounted  to 
104,000  boxes  against  35,000  last  week.    Only  2,500  barrels  and 
3,700  baskets  were  offered  at  the  auction  compared  with  4,100  bar- 
rels and  11,000  baskets  last  week.    Boxed  a"P"ole  prices,  despite 
the  increased  supplies,  were  generally  • somewhat  higher  than  la.st 
week.    Prices  paid  for  barreled  and  basketed .stock  varied  with 
the  condition  of  the  fruit.    Inquiry  was  active  for  all  fruit  in 
good  condition.    Interest  is  now  mostly  centered  on  the  boxed 
a.pples  owing  to  their  superior  condition,  states  Mr.  Motz.
